The  official  day  for  the  I3SCA  meeting  is  Saturday,  October  6th.  I,  however,  am 
announcing  this  meeting  as  an  unofficial  two  day  meeting  for  Friday  and  Saturday. 

If  the  membership  response  is  highly  positive,  the  Executive  Ccrrmittee  will  be  asked 
to  hold  discussions  toward  establishing  a  formal  two  day  meeting  for  the  future.

I  believe  the  name  of  this  company  was  the  Clay  Umber 
fig. .  He  later  went  to  Nallen  WV  where  they  operated  as  the  Wilderness  Umber  Co.  and 
then  to  Oroas  WV  as  the  Oakland  Lumber  Co.  His  last  operations  were  as  Brinaardner 
Lumber  Co.  at  Path  Fork  and  Gardner,  Ky.  He  died  in  April  of  1940."  Thanks,  pill.

Anyone  could  look  al  a  bright,  new  penny  and  tell  you 
the  coin  has  a  reddish  color.  However,  to  describe  the 
genuine  color  more  precisely  is  not  easy.  It  is  not  fire- 
engine  red,  nor  pink,  nor  pumpkin-orange  in  color.  It's 
rather  unique  and  T  can  honestly  say  I've  never  seen  two 
pieces  with  exactly  the  same  color. 

3'ieces  with  this  genuine,  natural  color  are  quite  beau¬ 
tiful  and  highly  prized  by  most  knowledgeable  collectors. 

The  beginning  collector,  however,  often  wants  a  "bright  as 
new"  example  and  will  take  a  beautifully  toned  piece  and 
try  to  dip  or  clean  it.  This  results  in  two  problems: 

1.  The  coin  will  display  an  unnatural,  often  unsightly 
color,  forever. 

?.  When  the  thin  toning  is  removed,  the  coin  becomes  vul¬ 
nerable  to  unsightly  spotting  and  ever,  corrosion.  The 
toning  had  been  a  barrier  against  atmospheric  attack, 
and  it  takes  years  to  replace. 

These  problems  can  drastically  affect  the  value  of  a 
coin  and  make  the  fewer  remaining  pristine  pieces  rarer  and 
more  valuable.  H^w  does  all  this  affect  coal  scrip?  To 
answer  this  question  T  think  we  need  to  look  into  the  near 
future . 

As  secretary  of  the  Civil  War  Token  Society  1  receive 
many  letters  each  week  requesting  information  about  our 
organization.  Nany  of  these  people  were  former  coin  collec¬ 
tors  who  have  been  priced  out  of  the  regular  coin  market  but 
wish  to  continue  collecting  something.  I'm  sure  NSCA  is  also 
picking  up  manv  new  members  with  the  same  complaints.  What 
these  people  will  bring  to  our  hobbv  is  a  knowledge  of  the 
basic  principles  of  condition,  price,  and  desi reability .  ] 

believe  our  new  members  will  apply  these  principles  to  coal 
serin  collecting  as  a  matter  of  habit  and  common  sense.  In 


mv  opinion,  the  end  result  will  eventually  be  that  naturally- 

toned,  uncleaned  nieces  will  he  more  desireable  and  command 
a  higher  price. 

'I  his  is  not  to  sav  that  you  should  never  attempt  to 
imnrove  the  annearance  of  your  serin.  For  examole,  glue 
or  scotch  tane  residue  can  he  removed  hv  soaking  copper 
Pieces  in  fingernail  polish  remover  for  a  few  minutes  the 
token  is  improved,  vet  remains  undamaged,  loose  dirt 
around  designs  and  letters  can  often  be  removed  by  a  tooth¬ 
pick  tip  moved  in  gentle,  circular  motions.  Of  course, 
vigorous,  firm  motions  can  scratch  the  surface  of  the  token. 
If  the  dirt  is  not  loose,  it  can  often  be  loosened  hv  soaking 
the  token  in  olive  oil  for  a  few  hours.  You  may  a]so  soak  ' 

the  toothpick  tip  in  olive  oil  to  heln  prevent  scratching 
e  token  surface.  After  applying  any  chemical  to  a  token 
be  sure  to  wash  it  with  soap  and  water.  Hinse  the  token 
thoroughly  so  that  a  soap  film  is  not  left  on  it  and  always 
dry  the  token  completely.  This  lessens  the  chance  your 
scrip  will  later  corrode  or  discolor. 

I  hope  this  information  has  provided  some  "food  for 

thought",  especially  for  those  of  you  who  like  to  clean 

vour  scrip.  All  I  ask  is  that  next  time  you  contemplate 

c  eaning  a  piece  of  scrip,  give  some  serious  thought  to  all 

the  changes  that  will  actually  take  place.  If  you  decide 

vou  still  want  to  clean  it  and  can  live  with  your  conscience, 

so  e  it.  Put  when  in  doubt,  I  suggest  you  don't  clean  it. 

It  iust  am  t  natural  to  undo  what  Pother  Nature  took  so  long 
to  do .  ^
